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WHAT DID MACAULAY SAY ABOUT AMERICA? 
EXPLANATORY 


ELL, what did he say, and what difference does it make, more than 

half a century after his death, whether he approved or disapproved? 
Surely we have outgrown by this time the sensitiveness of the generation 
that resented everything from the pen of Dickens or Captain Marryatt or 
Mrs. Trollope unless every phase of our social or political life was lauded 
without reserve. Could our present-day opinion be more scornful of any- 
thing than what it labels mid-Victorian, and if Macaulay was not mid-Vic- 
torian what was he? Were Macaulay’s judgments of our political institu- 
tions any more permanent than his judgments of Warren Hastings or Milton 
or Johnson or anything else he handled with such clearness and certainty? 
He surely could not speak with the first-hand information of Bryce, but such 
a defect would scarcely prevent his speaking with vigor and emphasis. 

Some such thoughts as these were suggested by a telegram from an out-of- 
town newspaper one hot morning last summer, asking where in Macaulay’s 

works could be found his prophecy concerning America. 

No great amount of research was required to run down two letters from 
Macaulay to Henry S. Randall, dated May 23, 1857, and October 9, 1858, 
printed in “Gunton’s Magazine” for September, 1896; and a telegram was 
soon on its way, inviting attention to them and adding that they were not 
included in the regular editions of his collected works. 

And here, for the benefit of those who wish summaries and conclusions, 
who want the kernel set down plainly at the start and thus secure respite from 
further reading, let it be said that there are two other letters besides those 
just mentioned, all four written to Randall between 1857 and 1859; that 
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their authenticity is proven by the presence of the originals in the library of 
a gentleman of this city, and by his courtesy the accompanying reproduction 
is printed; that the four were first printed in “Harper’s Magazine” for 
February, 1877,* and soon after that appeared in the one-volume edition of 
Macaulay’s “Life and Letters” edited by Sir George Otto Trevelyan and 
published in the United States by Harper and Brothers; that they have never 
been included in any other edition, English or American. 

One letter, dated May 23, 1857, the famous one with its assertion that the 
American constitution is all sail and no anchor, was printed in “The Southern 
Literary Messenger” early in 1860, thence reprinted in the “New York 
Times,” the London “Times,” and various other newspapers and periodicals, 
even until as late a date as 1921. 

For those who confess to an interest in the growth of things and who are 
not frightened by the appearance of “documents,” the fuller statement that 
follows may perhaps not seem wholly lacking in usefulness or instruction or 
even interest. 

At the outset let the confession be made, with due chagrin and regret, that 
the telegram was wrong when it told the first inquirer that the letters did not 
appear in Macaulay’s collected works. This gives one more (unneeded) in- 
stance of the danger of making a negative statement about books. Macaulay’s 
“Essays” occupy some twelve or thirteen feet on the shelves of the reference 
department of the Library, and of the “Life and Letters,” edited by his 
nephew, there are three copies of the original London edition of 1876, four 
of the New York edition of the same date, one Leipzig issue of 1876 and 
another dated 1880, one New York edition with two volumes in one pub- 
lished about 1877, and one of the latest London edition of 1923. All the two- 
volume editions of the “Life and Letters” were carefully examined, as well 
as all editions of the Essays provided with an index, and the letters to Randall 
remained hidden. It was assumed that the cheaper, single-volume editions 
would have no matter not included in the two-volume sets, an assumption 
furnishing one more instance of the danger of assuming anything when 
books are in question. The single-volume edition, issued at New York by the 
Harpers, with no date on the title-page but undoubtedly not long after 1 877, 
did contain in an appendix, it was found some months later, the full text of 
these letters. The confession is by no means pleasant to make, but perhaps if 
the letters had been found at the start no further effort would have been 
made to locate other texts or the originals. 

The four first appeared in print in “Harper’s Magazine” * for February, 
1877, shortly after Randall’s death. The text had been supplied by John

The Harper note ran thus: 


The following letters were addressed to the late Henry S, Randall shortly after the publica- 
tion by the latter of a biography of Thomas Jefferson. The presentation of that work to the 
late Lord Macaulay, together with some other casual literary courtesies, was the occasion of these 
four remarkable letters. ‘The substance of one of them was published many years ago, but under 
circumstances which imparted to it no especial interest. All the letters are here given as they 
were written. The originals are in Mrs. Randall’s. possession, copies of them having been, with 
her permission, made by the Hon. John Bigelow, who places them in our hands for publication. 
— Editor “Harper’s Magazine.” 


Now follow letters to and from Randall, his widow, and extracts from 
' John Bigelow’s diary, showing how the papers were brought to the latter’s 
attention and thus to ours.

I enclose Lord Macaulay’s letters to me. They are the only printed copies I have of them 
and I must therefore ask you to return them. 

It is astonishing that the letter so severely attacking our institutions has been unnoticed by 
Mr. Macaulay’s nephew for it was commented on by writers in the London Times when it was 
published. It looks as if there was an intention to ignore its authenticity. 

Do you know Lord M’s handwriting? If you do not will you be kind enough to ascertain 
whether Gen. Dix knows it — or other person, or persons possessing European reputation know 
it. I am willing to submit it to their inspection. 

It is most fortunate for me that you opened this subject. I ask your advice and aid. I ask 
you to protect my reputation.

Christmas, 1876. 


Alden sent me a check for $250, for the Macaulay letters. I sent it to Mrs. Randall who 
acknowledged it very gratefully. 


Nov, 22, 1876 


Recd. today from Mrs. H. M. Randall, the widow, four letters to her late husband from 
Macaulay in 1857. 8. 9. ‘They were provoked by sending an autograph of Genl. Washington, 
by promising to send a copy of his life of Jefferson and finally by the life of Jefferson itself. 
Not content with the courtesies he extended to Macaulay, he ventured to express his surprise 
that Macaulay did not take as high a view of Jefferson as he did. ‘This led Macaulay to express 
his surprise at Randall’s surprise, & that beguiled R. into an argument to vindicate his opinion 
of Jefferson & that provoked Macaulay to make mince meat of R. in short metre. I shall pub- 
lish them where they will bring most money I think for the benefit of Mrs. Randall. 


Dec. 4, 1876. Sunday 


I recd. from Mrs. Randall four letters from Macaulay to H. J. Randall her husband, in 
1857. 8. 9. of which there has been some discussion formerly but which have never been pub- 
lished. Mrs. Randall wrote me some weeks ago that she had been solicited for a copy of these 
letters from a book seller in Philadelphia & wished my judgment about the use to make of 
them. I replied that I must see them to judge them. So she sent them to me. They are of the 
most intense interest to an American and the weakness of the Jeffersonian theory of govt. was 
never presented more plausibly — at least in so little space. Randall’s letters do not appear, 
but he seems to have been the intrusive conductor that invited Macaulay’s lightning. 

__ I spoke to Alden on Monday last about publishing these letters for the widow’s benefit, sug- 
gesting that they would cost them not less than $200. He expressed a desire to see them & I 
promised to (let him) see them. I read them this mg. to Mr. Hogg,f who was more interested 
in them, he said than in anything he had almost ever read and advised me to send them to the 
Herald because they would pay more for them than any one else. Perhaps that is so but I have 
no relations with that office which would make such a negotiation agreeable if successful. 


That was all very well, but persistent references to printed texts running 
through the letters from Randall and Baird, not to mention the introduction 
to the publication in Harper’s, showed that undoubtedly part if not all had 
seen the light before. One clue led to another and it was not long till the 
genealogy had been traced with sufficient accuracy to establish the pedigree. 

The letter of May 23, 1857, had been printed in “The Southern Literary 
Messenger,” suggested probably by the death of Macaulay the preceding 
December. It is not complete, and is prefaced by the following remarks: 


MACAULAY’S OPINION OF THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT 
The published writings of the late Lord Macaulay, though they treat so largely of political 


science, and contain so many direct or incidental expressions of their author’s estimate of other 
governments besides his own, nowhere give his views, with any fullness, of the democratic 
institutions of our own country. Indeed, we do not now call to mind a remark or allusion on 
this subject which is sufficient to indicate even the general complexion of his opinions, which

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the American people were prepared to receive with an unusual degree of attention from a writer 
so popular among themselves. There can be no doubt that Lord Macaulay’s History of Eng- 
land has been read and admired by a vastly greater number of persons, speaking the English 
tongue, on this than on his own side of the Atlantic. 

This omission in his writings, if so it may be called, will no longer exist. The following 
letter, which we have been permitted to present to the American people, in the pages of the 
Messenger, fills up that chasm. It belongs to an occasional correspondence, of some years stand- 
ing, between Lord Macaulay and the Hon. Henry S. Randall, of New York, author of the 
“Life of Jefferson.” None of these letters were made to the least degree confidential at the 
time of their writing. Lord Macaulay’s, free and voluntary in their tone, implied no wish 
for secrecy. This being the case, literary friends of Mr. Randall very properly urged, after 
death had removed the eminent historian, that the world was entitled to the deliberate opinions, 
not known to be elsewhere expressed, of a man so gifted, so deeply versed in the teachings of 
history, and so unquestionably honest and untruckling, on a question of momentous importance 
to the human race. 

The subjoined letter exhibits, most characteristically, not only the style of its author, but 
several of his marked and persistent peculiarities of mind: — his sturdy adherence to the 
dogmas and traditions of a party in England which is more intensely aristocratic, and which 
has learned to be more intolerant towards the United States, than even the Tory party: his 
ingrained love of paradox, combined with genuine English “pluck,” which so often prompted 
him to assail or adopt damaging conclusions, on at least doubtful testimony, respecting such 
world’s favourites as Algernon Sidney and William Penn, while he put in ingenious extenuat- 
ing pleas for the undeniable crimes, and set in frame-works of glowing and captivating rhetoric 
the brilliant achievements, of such moral monsters as Hastings and Clive; and, finally, that 
unhesitating and perfectly self-reliant dogmatism which perhaps never left him in ultimate 
doubt concerning anything in the past, the present or the future — and which led a former 
colleague in the British Cabinet humourously to say of him, that “he wished he knew one 
single thing as confidently as Macaulay knew everything.” 

We should have been glad to publish the reply, couched in as decisive a tone as his own, 
which went back to the Jiving Lord Macaulay; but this being withheld, we have no disposition 
to make any issue, and much less a quasi personal issue, with the deceased historian. We have 
quite too settled a respect for our Constitution to suppose it needs a formal defence from the 
criticisms of any foreigner. And it would be to the last degree puerile to take offence, and offer 
retaliation, on account of opinions no more condemnatory of the institutions of the United 
States, than are those of a great majority of Americans condemnatory of the institutions of 
Lord Macaulay’s native land. Indeed, we confess rather to a liking for that robust and even 
prejudiced patriotism which leads strong spirits to stand up for home ideas against all comers 
and all opposing theories; and we equally like that moral bravery which thinking dares to speak. 


The “New York Times” reprinted this letter, giving credit to the “Mes- 
senger,” in its issue of March 24, 1860, and the London “Times” set it up 
in full on the 7th of April. Five days later, on the 12th, the London paper 
took this letter, with the news of the struggle between Buchanan and Con- 
gress, as text for an editorial on the mournful effects of universal suffrage 
in this country and the dangers of an extension of the suffrage in Great 
Britain. As usual the discussion is solid, emphatic, suggestive, well worth 
quoting in full: 

The American intelligence which has just reached this country contains a formal protest* 
from the Presipent of the United States against the investigation proposed by Congress into

protesting against the investigati i i 
proposed by the House resolution of March 5, 1860. rae Se A ee 
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his official acts. At the same critical moment a strange chance has brought to light a document 
which is likely to exercise no small influence in the direction and formation of public opinion 
as to the value and stability of American institutions. A New York paper has given publicity 
to a letter of Lord Macautay, containing his estimate of the character of JEFFERSON, and 
of the effect of the changes of which he was the author upon the future destiny of America. 
It is interesting to see what were the real sentiments of a man who had devoted a studious life 
and a clear and penetrating intellect to the study of history and the analysis of political insti- 
tutions on the great experiment in democratic self-government which is working itself out on 
the other side of the Atlantic. We are repeatedly told that we are about to Americanize our 
institutions, and this Americanization is represented to us as the greatest of calamities. Others 
admit the excellence of American institutions, but assert that they are beyond our reach from 
the difference between the conditions of society in a new and an old country. These questions 
have become of great importance for the discussion on the coming Reform Bill, and the peculi- 
arly clear and distinct treatment to which Lord Macautay subjected all things which furnished 
a theme for his pen will give great assistance to the candid thinker. He being dead still speaks 
with all his usual eloquence and clearness, and, as usual with him, in no hesitating or qualifying 
spirit. On the 23d of May, 1857, Lord Macautay writes: — That he has not a high opinion 
of Mr, JErrerson; that he never uttered a word indicating an opinion that the supreme author- 
ity in the State ought to be intrusted to the majority of citizens told by the head; in other 
words, the poorest and most ignorant part of society. . Institutions purely democratic must 
sooner or later destroy liberty or civilization, or both. In Europe, where the population is 
dense, the effect of such institutions would be instantaneous. America enjoys no exemption 
from these evils. The time will come when New England will be as thickly peopled as Old 
England; hundreds of thousands of artisans will assuredly be sometimes out of work. Then 
the institutions of America, Lord Macautay thinks, will fairly be brought to the test. The 
rich will be robbed to feed the poor. We have these critical moments in England, but the suf- 
ferers are not the rulers, and nothing therefore is done which prevents prosperity returning. 
In America the sufferers are the rulers, and Lord Macautay thinks that either some CarsAr 
or NapoLeon will arise, who will destroy liberty, or the Republic will be plundered by a 
hungry multitude possessed of power, who will destroy or very greatly injure civilization. 
Such is an abridgment of this remarkable profession of faith, and from it we can gather 
that Lord Macautay was no admirer of American institutions, — that he believed them to be 
founded on a false principle, the working of which might be delayed by physical causes, but 
which would sooner or later bury the Republic under the ruins of its liberty and civilization; 
and that here, in England, where no physical cause intervenes to save us, the effects of such a 
constitution would operate with the utmost certainty and rapidity. This expression of opinion 
obviously divides itself into two parts, — that which relates to America, and that which relates 
to England. After all, considering the transitory nature of human things, the prospect of a 
crisis which is not to take effect till we are considerably advanced in the twentieth century may 
not have much terror for the American Republic, which, young as it is, has witnessed the French 
Revolution, the wars of NapoLEon, the upheaving of 1830, and the general overthrow of 
1848. Even the most prostrate worshipers of Democracy do not, so far as we know, pretend 
that it possesses the Divine right which Austria and Russia still claim for the kingly office, and 
they may not feel greatly disturbed at that which is to come to pass in the days of their great 
grandchildren. The evils of the American Government do not, unfortunately, require a hun- 
dred years to ripen. They are even now fast growing to maturity. Long before New England 
shall have become as populous as Old England, long before the ruling power in the State shall 
find itself in the condition of wanting a meal and be driven by indigence to plunder, there is 
reason to fear that the institutions of America will have run their destined career and been 
superseded by something far less specious, and perhaps far less tolerable, than they are. We do 
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not speak of electoral corruption and intimidation; we know by experience that corruption and 
intimidation are disorders which, though disgracing and enfeebling, are not mortal; but we 
do speak of the frightfully increasing corruption and venality of the Executive and Legislatures 
of the different States; of the tyranny of the majority, which tramples not only on the minor- 
ity, but on the law itself; of the contempt into which the judicial office, held for short periods 
and elected by a very low franchise, has fallen; and of the utter distrust which the nation 
itself feels of the ability of its institutions to answer the end and objects of civilized govern- 
ment — the security of property, the protection of individual liberty, and the pure and upright 
administration of the public revenue. ‘The danger that most clearly besets America is, that those 
institutions which the fathers of the present generation of Americans believed to be perfect, 
and praised with an ardour corresponding to their belief, the children of the present generation 
of Americans should learn to dislike and despise; that the principle of authority and the venera- 
tion for law should be destroyed, and no curb should remain strong enough to rein in the head- 
long course of the democratic passion. If we turn from Lord Macautay’s view of American 
institutions to the effect of similar institutions on an ancient and established European State, 
we cannot doubt for a moment the correctness of his opinions. Without undertaking to predict 
what may happen in some more advanced period of the world, when machinery shall have 
superseded the ruder kinds of manual labour and left to the masses time for the acquisition of 
knowledge, we feel sure, with Lord Macautay, that to place the supreme authority in the 
State in the hands of the majority of citizens would produce almost instantaneous ruin. We 
need seek no other cause than ignorance. The real interest of the working man is that capital 
should be preserved and every inducement held out to its accumulation, because upon that capi- 
tal he must live. But shortsighted ignorance tells him to waste that capital by Strikes, or drive 
it away by unfair taxation; he cannot generalize sufficiently to understand that the interest of 
the poor is identical with that of the rich, and, therefore, that identity affords no guarantee 
that the property of the rich will be respected by him. A single act of a Government appointed 
by and responsible to the poor in the direction of Socialism or a redivision of property would 
dissolve like an exhalation our gigantic fabric of credit, would close our manufactories, empty 
our workshops, choke up our harbours with rotting merchant ships, and, while annihilating 
private enterprise, would destroy the public revenue. 


Happily we are in no such condition, and we are not by any means prepared to say that the : 


coming Reform Bill will reduce us to such a state, It does not propose to give the power of 
government, as in the case supposed by Lord Macautay; to a numerical majority of the citizens 
told by the head; but we think that we are authorized to say that it vests the supreme authority 
in this country in a poor and ignorant, though not in the poorest and most ignorant class. Lord 
Macautay could say, in 1857, that in England the supreme power was in the hands of a class 

numerous indeed, but select —\of an educated class, of a class which is and knows itself to a 
deeply interested in the security of property and the maintenance of order. Shall we be able 
to say as much after the franchise has been lowered to a 6/. rental in the boroughs? That is the 
momentous question. Of those who answer it in the affirmative we would inquire whether they 
are quite sure that the same process which has brought a much higher franchise down to uni- 
versal suffrage in America may not be found as efficacious in England for the same end. Of 
those who answer this question in the negative we would inquire how they propose to one 

the country when the supreme power has been placed in the hands of a body which the aa " 
they do not trust. They will probably tell us that their confidence is in those means of indi r 

influence by which the advance of Democracy has hitherto been retarded; in other words nee 
the safety of the country will depend upon a far wider and more indlisceienaeaee use of the : 

of intimidation and corruption; that the dominant class will never learn the secret of it A 
absolute power, or, having learnt that secret, will feel no disposition to use that power cork: 
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The letters seem to have brought no comment from readers of “The 
Times,” but the “Star” printed the two letters that follow, as quoted in the 
“New York Times” of April 28: 


LORD “MACAULAY ON DEMOCRACY IN AMERICA 


The London Times has an editorial on the recently published letter of Lord Macauxay 
on the subject of American institutions. It indorses the views of Macaunay, and goes even 
further, as shown by the following extract from the article in question; 


“The evils of the American Government do not, unfortunately, require a hundred years to 
ripen. They are even fast growing to maturity. Long before New-England shall have be- 
come as populous as Old England, long before the ruling power in the State shall find itself 
in the condition of wanting a meal, and be driven by indigence to plunder, there is reason to 
fear that the institutions of America will have run their destined career, and been superseded 
by something more specious, and perhaps far less tolerable than they are. We do not speak of 
electoral corruption and intimidation; we know by experience that corruption and intimidation 
are disorders which, though disgracing and enfeebling, are not mortal; but we do speak of the 
frightfully increasing corruption and venality of the Executive and Legislatures of the differ- 
ent States; of the tyranny of the majority, which tramples not only on the minority, but on 
the law itself; of the contempt into which the judicial office, held for short periods and elected 
by a very low franchise, has fallen; and of the utter distrust which the nation itself feels of 
the ability of its institutions to answer the end and objects of civilized government — the se- 
curity of property, the protection of individual liberty, and the pure and upright administra- 
tion of the public revenue. 

“The danger that most nearly besets America is, that those institutions which the fathers of 
the present generation of Americans believed to be perfect, and praised with an ardor corre- 
sponding to their belief, the children of the present generation of Americans should learn to 
dislike and despise; that the principle of authority and the veneration for law should be de- 
stroyed, and no curb should remain strong enough to rein in the headlong course of democratic 
passion.” 


The Times concludes by moralizing on the expediency of reducing the franchise in England 
to such a level as will place the governing power in the hands of the poor and ignorant. 


A LETTER FROM ONE OF HIS LITERARY FRIENDS 
To the Editor of the London Star: 


I was much surprised on reading the letter said to be written by the late Lord Macaunay 
to Mr. Ranpatx, of New-York. I do not mean to imply that the letter is not genuine; but this 
I can safely say, that, whatever in 1857 may have been the opinions of his Lordship on Ameri- 
can institutions, in 1850 they were not those expressed in that letter. At least, I know that to 
me he gave utterance to sentiments somewhat different; and the reason of it was this: 


In 1850 I had been a year in the United States, having previously had the pleasure of much 
close communication with his lordship, while engaged by him to transcribe and rewrite the two 
first volumes of his History of England. His uniform kindness, his enlarged and comprehensive 
mind, and his far-seeing judgment, always led me to submit my own humble writings to his 
criticism and friendly suggestions. During my stay in America I had collected materials for a 
two-volume work on the social and political character of our transatlantic brethren. I have the 
manuscript still by me, and partly the reason it was never published was owing to what his lord- 
ship said to me about it. Liberal and just as I then thought my views to be, I found that they 
were less so in reference to America and her institutions, than his greater experience and wisdom 
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pointed out to me they should be. Well do I remember, almost his very words in reference to 
the United States, and the mighty future in store for that Republic. Even as I strongly recall 
to mind his remarks when, on the day of the French Revolution in 1848, on coming from the 
Council, he gave me the first tidings of that event. In both cases he seemed to me to have the 
clearest and most truly liberal views. He struck me as being a sincere friend of the people, and 
certainly not at all such as the letter to Mr, RanpaLy would imply. 

That he may have altered his opinions on those points since 1850 is very possible, though, 
from some observations he made to me in 1857, I should have thought not; but, esteeming as 
I do the memory of one whom I look upon as indeed a great and good man, I have ventured 
upon these remarks from a feeling of respect to his name, and a desire to show that, certainly at 
one time, Lord Macautay was, at heart, a fervent advocate of the rights of the people. 

I might add that, during the months I was engaged upon his great work, I had numerous 
opportunities for closely seeing into and understanding his wonderful mind — even more so, 
perhaps, than many others had — and could give several instances in confirmation of what I 
have here written, but I need say no more at present except this.

THE TESTIMONY OF ANOTHER FRIEND OF THE HISTORIAN 
To the Editor of the London Star: 


Srr: In connection with the letter of Lord Macauray to Mr. Ranpaut, of New-York, 
which you have published in the Star of this evening, you may, perhaps, think it worth while 


to insert the following extract from a speech of the same noble lord, delivered in the House ~ 


of Commons on the 2d day of March, 1831. The subject of debate was the Reform Bill, and 
Lord Macauray used these words: “I believe there are societies in which every man may 
safely be admitted to vote.” “I say, Sir, that there are countries in which the condition of the 
laboring classes is such that they may safely be intrusted with the right of electing members of 
the Legislature.” This is said with evident reference to the institutions of America, for a little 


further on, he remarks that “universal suffrage exists in the United States without producing 
any very frightful consequences.” 


And yet, Sir, in the letter to Mr. Ranaut, he is made to say, “I am certain that I never 
wrote a line, and that I never in Parliament, in conversation, or even on the hustings * * * * 


*Snow was a picturesque and venturesome Englishman of the middle of the nineteenth century who saw 
much of both North and South America. After his death his manuscripts were bought by the Royal Geograph- 
ical Society of London, and it was not unnatural to suppose that his “materials for a two-volume work on 
the social and political character of our transatlantic brethren” were in that collection. 

Edward Heawood, M.A., librarian of the Society writes, however, that “There are no volumes on the 
United States in the collection of MSS purchased by this Society from W. Parker Snow’s executors, but three 
(not two) volumes of miscellaneous matter bearing more or less on the subject you mention canie into our 
hands through another channel. They consist of a great number of newspaper cuttings (from American 
papers) interspersed throughout with comments and remarks by Parker Snow. But the arrangement is quite 
haphazard and there has been no attempt at all to put them into shape for a book. Still I think they ay be 
the papers referred to by Snow as ‘the manuscripts? Assiduous as he was as a collector of material, Snow 
seems to have been incapable of the work needed to put it into proper form for a book. j

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uttered a word indicating an opinion that the supreme authority in a State ought to be intrusted 
to a majority of the citizens told by the head.” 

Of course, this also is written in reference to the institutions of the American Republic. 
Now, Sir, I think that most men will agree that from this state of facts only two inferences can 
be drawn; either that Lord Macaunay, in spite of his wonderful memory, has forgotten what 
he actually did say, or that the letter to Mr. Ranpauu is partially or entirely a forgery.

Randall had no relish for the doubt cast on the genuineness of the letters, 
and in the “New York Times” for June 12 set forth his emphatic belief that 
the letters had been written in good faith by Macaulay and represented his 
mature judgment: 


AMERICAN INSTITUTIONS 
Lord Macaulay’s Letter to the Biographer of Jefferson 
Letter from Hon. Henry S. Randall 
Cortland Village, N. Y., June 3, 1860. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 


I am informed that among the comments of the English press on Lord Macautay’s recently 
published letter to me — all of which escaped my notice amidst my engagements at the Charles- 
ton Convention — are some which intimate doubts whether that letter contained a fair expres- 
sion of its author’s opinions in regard to the institutions of the United States. A slip has recently 
been forwarded to me, cut from the New-York Times, I believe, which gives a letter copied 
from some unnamed English newspaper, the writer of which, a Mr. WiLi1am Parker Snow, 
avers that in conversations with himself in 1850, Lord Macautay uttered “sentiments some- 
what different” from those written to me, and that conversations held seven years later with 
him disclosed no change in his views. But the portion of Mr. Snow’s communication to which 
I more particularly wish to call attention is as follows: 


“The style of the letter to Mr. Ranpa.t is partly such as belongs to Lord Macautay and 
partly not. Hence I infer that it may have been written hastily, or under that illness from 
which he was recovering just about the time it is dated.” 

The above remarks will probably derive a degree of importance in the public eye, from the 
fact that in the editorial preface to the letter Mr. Snow is stated to have been a former secre- 
tary of Lord Macautay. And I am told that another “former secretary” of the deceased histo- 
rian has very confidently assumed that he never could have uttered such views and in such a 
form, if he had supposed there was the least chance of their being made public. 

Both of these assumptions imply that I have intentionally or unintentionally done an in- 
justice to Lord Macau tay in permitting the publication of his letter. The letter itself exhibits 
no marks of haste or illness. The penmanship indicates unusual care. The punctuation is com- 

plete. Two or three slight verbal corrections are interlined, which are shown by the different 
hue of the ink to have been made after the body of the letter was written. The sentiments ex- 
pressed are, in spite of Mr. Snow’s recollections, the deliberate ones of the writer, as I have 
the means to show, and will show before closing this letter. 

The inuendo that I must have violated his confidence, not being founded on any known 
fact, is simply impudent. When Lord Macautay poured out his burning strictures on Ameri- 
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can Institutions he was addressing an entire personal stranger, and one whom he knew to be an 
American citizen. His letter contained no injunction of secresy, expressed or implied. There 
had been nothing in the previous correspondence to render such an injunction unnecessary, if 
he considered secresy desirable. I had not even asked his opinions of our institutions; he threw 
them out argumentatively, ostensibly to fortify or explain an adverse position taken in a previ- 
ous letter to me.* : 

Several eminent literary gentlemen urged the publication of his letter soon after it was 
received by me. They believed that it contained an expression of its author’s political opinions 
not to be found in his published writings, which would deeply interest his world-wide circle 
of readers; and they argued that all the circumstances went to show that Lord Macau.ay him- 
self could feel no aversion to its publication. Indeed, one well-known literary gentleman — 
a not unfamiliar acquaintance of His Lordship — entertained no doubt that the letter was in- 
tended for that express purpose. I did not feel certain that either of these conclusions was cor~ 
rect. I knew that immediate publication would subject the author to attacks which he might 
regard as annoyances. I thought that a proper delicacy required me, if I erred in the matter, 
to err on the safe side. I therefore positively declined to allow the letter to be read beyond 
a limited circle of friends, who were distinctly apprised that no allusions to it must go before 
the public. 

After Lord Macautay’s death, the suggestions in regard to publication were renewed. No 
petty annoyances could now reach him who “‘sleeps well” in Westminster Abbey. I asked my- 


self if it was probable or possible that this singularly bold and frank man had, in the full matur-- 


ity of his powers and his fame, uttered deliberate opinions on topics of public concern, which 
he would be unwilling to have submitted to the inspection and the judgment of posterity; and 
my conclusion was that the adoption of such a hypothesis would be an insult to his memory. 
On this conclusion I acted. And I am willing to submit the propriety of my conduct not alone 
to “triers of the vicinage,” but to the countrymen of Lord Macauay. 

I will now place beyond cavil the fact that the opinions in regard to the institutions of the 
United States, expressed in his letter to me of May 23, 1857, were deliberate ones. 


On the 18th of January, 1857, Lord Macau.ay wrote to me: 


“T shall look forward with curiosity to the appearance of your Life of Jefferson. 1 cannot. 


say that he is one of my heroes; but it is very probable that you may convince me that I have 
formed an erroneous estimate of his character. * * * There can, I apprehend, be no doubt 
that your institutions have, during the whole of the nineteenth century, been constantly becom- 
ing more Jeffersonian and less Washingtonian.” 


In my reply to this letter I said, in substance, that while I well understood the difference 
between a British Whig and an American Democrat, I was surprised to find that a heart large 
enough to feel sympathy for Crive and Hasrinos had no warm corner in it for Tuomas JEF- 
FERSON. His answer was his letter of May 23, 1857. It will be remembered that in this he 
closes his formidable array of objections to our institutions, and his gloomy prophesies in regard 
to their future, by saying: “Thinking thus, of course 1 cannot reckon JEFFERSON among the 
benefactors of mankind.” In the beginning of the same letter the idea is as distinctly thrown 
out, by implication, that the attack on American institutions to follow, is made for the purpose 
of sustaining or showing the reasonableness of his previously expressed unfavorable estimate of 
JEFFERSON. It clearly appears, then, that the views he entertained of our institutions when 
his last letter was written were entertained by him when his preceding one was written, or else 
that in the intervening four or five months he had entirely changed his grounds for not class- 


ing JEFFERSON as “one of his heroes” — for not reckoning him “among the benefactors of 
mankind,” 


“It is proper to say, however, that at a subsequent stage of the correspondence, he appeared to think that 


I had asked his opinions, forgetting, for the moment, that he had at the time of expressing those opinions 
assigned a wholly different, and the real reason for so doing.

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More than a year elapsed before I answered the last in date of the above-named letters. His 
reply was immediate, and it was dated Oct. 9, 1858. In this he said: 


“In that letter you expressed, without the smallest discourtesy, a very decided dissent from 
some opinions which I have long held firmly. * * * * Jam perfectly aware of the immense 
progress which your country has made and is making in population and wealth. I know that the 
laborer with you has large wages, abundant food, and the means of giving some education to his 
children. But I see no reason for attributing those things to the policy of JeEFFERson. I see no 
reason to believe that your progress would have been less rapid, that your laboring people would 
have been worse fed, or taught, if your Government had been conducted on the principles of 
Wasuincton and Hamizton. Nay, you will, I am sure, acknowledge that the progress you are 
now making is only a continuation of the progress which you have been making ever since the 
middle of the seventeenth century, and that the blessings which you now enjoy were enjoyed 
by your forefathers, who were loyal subjects of the kings of England. The contrast between 
the laborers of New-York and the laborers of Europe is not stronger now than it was when 
New-York was governed by noblemen and gentlemen commissioned under the English great 
seal. And there are at this moment dependencies of the English crown in which all the phe- 
nomena which you attribute to purely democratic institutions, may be seen in the highest perfec- 
tion. The Colony of Victoria in Australia was planted only twenty years ago. The population 
is now, I suppose, near a million. The revenue is enormous, nearly five millions sterling, and 
raised without any murmuring. The wages of labor are higher than they are even with you. 
Immense sums are expended on education. And this is a province governed by the delegate of 
a hereditary sovereign. It, therefore, seems to me quite clear that the facts which you cite to 
prove the excellence of purely democratic institutions ought to be ascribed not to those institu- 
tions, but to causes which operated in America long before your Declaration of Independence, 
and which are still operating in many parts of the British Empire. You will perceive, there- 
fore, that I do not propose, as you thought, to sacrifice the interests of the present generation to 
those of remote generations. It would, indeed, be absurd in a nation to part with institutions to 
which it is indebted for immense present prosperity, from an apprehension that, after the lapse 
of a century, those institutions may be found to produce mischief. But I do not admit that the 
prosperity which your country enjoys arises from those parts of your polity which may be called 
in an especial manner Jeffersonian. Those parts of your polity already produce bad effects, and 
will, unless I am greatly mistaken, produce fatal effects if they shall last till North America has 
two hundred inhabitants to the square mile.” 


As Lord Macautay, in his letter heretofore published, made allusion to “‘odious stories” 
about Mr. JerFEerson’s “private life,” it is perhaps no more than just to him to say that in a 
letter to me dated January 8, 1859, he substantially avows that he reposes no further confidence 
in those “‘stories;” but his remarks on the subject are so blended with expressions in regard to 
my Life of JErrERson, which was then published and in his possession, that I do not choose to 
quote them. 

I have now given extracts from all the letters 1 ever received from him, which touch on the 
subject under discussion. That of May 23, 1857, was published entire and verbatim, with the 
exception of an introductory portion, which pertains to wholly different matters. From the 
other two, from which extracts are now made, I have excluded some passages at the places indi- 
cated by asterisks, which pertain to the same subjects with the portions which are quoted, but 
they more particularly refer to my positions and views, and would, therefore, less interest the 
public; and in neither instance does their omission change or qualify the general tenor or spirit 
of the published context. 

As this publication may meet other than American eyes, I do not blush to add, in conclusion, 
that the evtire letters from which the preceding extracts are made will be most willingly sub- 
mitted to the inspection of any gentleman in the wide world who will call upon me for that:

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For the next decade and a half the country was too busy with the problems 
of civil war and reconstruction to care or think about the opinions of Ma- 
caulay or others. It was not improbably some phase of the Hayes-Tilden 
campaign of 1876 or of specie resumption that caused Randall and Bigelow 
to look at the letters again and Baird to write for them. After their publica- 
tion in full in Harper’s for February, 1877, we have quiet for almost four 
years, and the message is again brought up in the Garfield-Hancock campaign 
of 1880. We must wait almost an entire generation, however, before we 
hear how the letters then came before the public. An article in “The Open 
Court” for May, 1918,* by Charles H. Betts on “Macaulay’s Criticism of 
Democracy and Garfield’s Reply” tells the story: 


Some time ago I called on the editor of “The Open Court” at his office and while we were 
discussing the world-wide conflict in which this country is now engaged, Dr. Carus asked me 
if I had ever happened to see a letter written by Lord Macaulay criticising Jefferson and de- 
mocracy. I replied that I had the Macaulay letter, one copy in my scrap book and another copy 
in one of General Garfield’s speeches. 

I then related that on a recent visit with Dr. Andrew White at his home in Ithaca, while 
we were discussing the war, he asked me the same question asked by Dr. Carus relative to the 
Macaulay letter. I informed Dr. White that I had a copy of the letter whereupon he related 
how in a campaign when General Garfield was a candidate for president he spoke at Cornell 
University and in his speech quoted Macaulay’s letter. Dr. White said he had always wanted 
to secure a copy of it and then described how General Garfield after quoting the letter had 
answered the criticism of democracy therein contained and concluded his speech by appealing 
to the audience to see to it that Macaulay’s prophecy relative to our democratic form of govern- 
ment should not be fulfilled. Dr. White said that at the conclusion of his address General Gar- 
field wanted to know how he liked the speech, whereupon he said to Garfield: “You have just 
made the greatest political speech I have ever heard.”’ After I had related these facts to the edi- 
tor of “The Open Court” he requested me to send him a copy of the Macaulay letter together 
with General Garfield’s comments. I quote from General Garfield’s speech as follows: 


“At the risk of offending our American pride, I shall quote what is probably the most for- 
midable indictment of democratic principles ever penned. It was written by the late Lord 
Macaulay, a profound student of society and government, and a man who, on most subjects, 
entertained broad and liberal views. Millions of Americans have read and admired his History 
and Essays, but only a few thousands have read his brief but remarkable letter of 1857, in 
which he discussed the future of our government. We are so confident of our position that we 
seldom care to debate it. The letter was addressed to the Hon. H. S. Randall, of New York, 
in acknowledgement of a copy of that gentleman’s ‘Life of Jefferson.’ I quote it almost entire.” 


Then follows the greater part of the letter of May 23, 1857. Though 
Garfield’s reply was, in the opinion of Dr. White, “the greatest political 
speech” he had ever heard, it does not seem to have been noticed by the New 
York City newspapers of the time, and if the text quoted by Mr. Betts is 
that of the Ithaca speech of 1880 it is identical with part of Garfield’s ad- 
dress on “The Future of the Republic: its Dangers and its Hopes,” delivered 
*Volume 32, pages 273-279.

before the literary societies of Western Reserve College, Hudson, Ohio, 
July 2, 1873, and printed in volume 2 of his “Works,” edited by Burke A. 
Hinsdale in 1882, after his death. It is, however, worth more than passing 
mention, and the followingextracts are found both in the “Open Court” 
article and in the “Works” (pages 53-55): 


Certainly this letter contains food for serious thought; and it would be idle to deny that 
the writer has pointed out what may become serious dangers in our future. But the evils he 
complains of are by no means confined to democratic government, nor do they, in the main, 
grow out of popular suffrage. If they do, England herself has taken a dangerous step since 
Macaulay wrote. Ten years after the date of this letter she extended the suffrage to eight 
hundred thousand of her workingmen, a class hitherto ignored in politics. And still later we 
have extended it to an ignorant and lately enslaved population of more than four millions. 
Whether for weal or for woe, enlarged suffrage is the tendency of all modern nations. : I 
venture the declaration, that this opinion of Macaulay’s is vulnerable on several grounds. 

In the first place, it is based upon a belief from which few if any British writers have been 
able to emancipate themselves; namely, the belief that mankind are born into permanent 
classes, and that in the main they must live, work, and die in the fixed class or condition in 
which they are born. It is hardly possible for a man reared in an aristocracy like that of 
England to eliminate this conviction from his mind, for the British empire is built upon it. 
Their theory of national stability is, that there must be a permanent class who shall hold in 
their own hands so much of the wealth, the privilege, and the political power of the kingdom, 
that they can compel the admiration and obedience of all other classes. ...The government 
of a country where such a fact is possible, has much to answer for. 

We deny the justice or the necessity of keeping ninety-nine of the population in perpetual 
poverty and obscurity, in order that the hundredth may be rich and powerful enough to hold 
the ninety-nine in subjection. Where such permanent classes exist, the conflict of which 
Macaulay speaks is inevitable. And why? Not that men are inclined to fight the class above 
them, but that they fight against any artificial barrier which makes it impossible for them to 
enter that higher class and become a part of it. We point to the fact, that in this country there 
are no classes in the British sense of that word, — no impassable barriers of caste. Now that 
slavery is abolished we can truly say that through our political society there run no fixed hori- 
zontal strata above which none can pass. Our society resembles rather the waves of the ocean, 
whose every drop may move freely among its fellows, and may rise toward the light until it 
flashes on the crest of the highest wave. 

Again, in depicting the dangers of universal suffrage, Macaulay leaves wholly out of the 
account the great counterbalancing force of universal education. He contemplates a government 
delivered over to a vast multitude of ignorant, vicious men, who have learned no self-control, 
who have never comprehended the national life, and who wield the ballot solely for personal 
and selfish ends. If this were indeed the necessary condition of democratic communities, it 
would be difficult, perhaps impossible, to escape the logic of Macaulay’s letter. And here is 
a real peril, — the danger that we shall rely upon the mere extent of the suffrage as a national 
safeguard. We cannot safely, even for a moment, lose sight of the quality of the suffrage, 
which is more important than its quantity. 

Weare apt to be deluded into false security by political catchwords, devised to flatter rather 
than instruct. We have happily escaped the dogma of the divine right of kings. Let us not 
fall into the equally pernicious error that multitude is divine because it is a multitude: ‘The 
words of our great publicist, the late Dr. Lieber, whose faith in republican liberty was un- 
doubted, should never be forgotten. In discussing the doctrine Vox populi, vox Dei, he said, 
“Woe to the country in which political hypocrisy first calls the people almighty, then teaches 
that the voice of the people is divine, then pretends to take a mere clamor for the true voice 
of the people, and lastly gets up the desired clamor.” This sentence ought to be read in every 
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political caucus. It would make an interesting significant preamble to most of our political 
platforms. It is only when the people speak truth and justice that their voice can be called 
“the voice of God.” Our faith in the democratic principle rests upon the belief that intelli- 
gent men will see that their highest political good is in liberty, regulated by just and equal 
laws; and that, in the distribution of political power, it is safe to follow the maxim, ‘Each 
for all, and all for each.” We confront the dangers of suffrage by the blessings of universal 
education. We believe that the strength of the state is the aggregate strength of its individual 
citizens; and that the suffrage is the link that binds, in a bond of mutual interest and responsi- 
bility, the fortunes of the citizen to the fortunes of the state. Hence, as popular suffrage is the 
broadest base, so, when coupled with intelligence and virtue, it becomes the strongest, the most 
enduring base on which to build the superstructure of government. 


After 1880 we have another lull. Though men grew violent at each four 
year election period no one seems to have felt sufficiently gloomy about our 
prospects to bring the letters on the stage again until the Bryan campaign of 
1896, and then “Gunton’s Magazine” reprinted the notes of May 23, 1857, 
and October 9, 1858, in its issue for September.* Its introduction ran as 
follows: 

In 1857 when Hon. Henry S. Randall published his Life of Jefferson he sent a copy to 
Lord Macaulay with some other literary courtesies which led to an extended correspondence. 
In two of the letters Lord Macaulay expressed himself with considerable precision on Jeffer- 
son’s policy and on the durability of our democratic institutions. He predicted with great confi- 
dence that when we reached the stage of industrial diversification and complexity, we should 
be brought face to face with a labor problem, to deal with which our democratic institutions 
would prove a failure. Lord Macaulay has so accurately predicted our present condition since 


1893, and especially the political condition as revealed in the Democratic and Populist conven- 
tions, that we reprint two of his letters in full. 


Then follow the letters and after them two pages of comment ending “As 
we have said, this disintegrating movement is not the product of democratic 
institutions, but the result of neglecting the numerous industrial and social 
problems which progressive society evolves, and whose rational and timely 
treatment is indispensible, to the successful working of democratic institu- 
tions.” 

Another period of quiet. The Spanish war with the consequent change in 
the position of the American people in the eyes of the world, and the great 
war of 1914-1918 with all its upheavals of thought and opinion, came and 
passed with no reference to the Whig historian and his prophecy. In the 
“New York Times Current History” for June, 1921,+ part of the letter of 
May 23, 1857, is reprinted from a text “republished recently from an old 
file of “Harper’s Magazine.’ ” And that finishes the record of publication in 
the periodical or newspaper press.

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The Library has a copy of this May letter printed as a leaflet of four 
pages with no indication of place or date. It is headed “Macaulay on Democ- 
racy. Letter from Lord Macaulay on American institutions and prospects.” 
It is evidently printed from-type set by hand rather than by machine, but 
whether it represents an English publication of about 1860 or an American 
of later date cannot be said with certainty. 

And now that we have seen how the letters appeared in print on both sides 
of the water between 1860 and 1921 we have still to inquire why they did 
not appear in the official and original edition of his “Life and Letters.”” When 
the question was first raised, Sir George Otto Trevelyan, editor of his uncle’s 
letters, was asked what he knew about these four. He replied:

I know nothing whatever with regard to the authenticity of the two letters said to have been 
written by Lord Macaulay to the Hon. S. Randall. 
The first time I saw or heard anything about them was far back in the last century, when 


_ one, or both, were printed in some newspaper, — whether English or American I cannot remem- 


ber. They have been printed by Messrs. Harper either in whole or in part in their issue of the 
“Life and Letters of Macaulay” with (I think) other matter relating to the subject. There 
most certainly was no reference to them in the advance sheets of the “Life and Letters” which 
Messrs. Longman sent over to Messrs. Harper when my book was published nearly half a cen- 
tury ago. A 

I may say that the final and complete form of the English version of ““Macaulay’s Life and 
Letters” is that in the Silver Library of Messrs. Longman, of 1923, containing the prefixed 
letter of Thomas Carlyle containing his view of Macaulay’s character, and of my biography. 
Nothing will ever be added to, or withdrawn from, that edition in my lifetime; or, (I earnestly 
hope,) after I have at least passed away.

It was evident from Sir George’s reply that Macaulay had kept no copies 
of these particular letters, and the task now narrowed down to tracing the 
originals, on this side of the water presumably. The manuscript division of 
the Library of Congress replied that few Macaulay letters had come to that 
rich storehouse and the particular four were not among the few. 

It seemed best to turn next to the Randall family. A letter was sent to 
Henry Randall Follett, of Syracuse, grandson of Henry Stephens Randall 
and son of Judge David Lyman Follett and Jane Polhemus Randall. He 
- replied with admirable promptness but discouraging information, saying he 
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knew nothing of the Randall papers, though perhaps Judge Edward B. 
Thomas of Brooklyn might be able to help. 

Judge Thomas was more than kind in his reply. He knew nothing of the 
papers himself, but thought they had all been bought by President Andrew 
Dickinson White for Cornell. He added that Leo Oppenheimer, Esq., of 
Manhattan, might be able to suggest places to search. The librarian of Cor- 
nell University admitted the existence of a legend ascribing the Randall 
papers to that institution but nothing more material than the assertion had 
ever been found. 

Mr. Oppenheimer, however, was more encouraging than the writers of 
the other letters. He replied that he had the letters, secured directly from 
the Randall family, and he was good enough to let the Library reproduce 
them. The facsimiles herewith presented are due to his courtesy and it is to 
his kindness that the texts are here first printed direct from the original script. 

It is a pity that the record could not be rounded out by the letters from 
Randall, but so far they have escaped. Sir George Trevelyan knew nothing 
about them among the Macaulay papers, and added that he scarcely thought 
they would have been preserved. Apparently the editor of the “Southern 
Literary Messenger” and Bigelow had seen them or at least knew their tenor, 
but diligent inquiry and search by Mr. Oppenheimer and others has failed 
to discover copies in the hands of any members of the Randall family, or in- 


deed any information as to whether Randall was in the habit of keeping - 


copies of his outgoing letters. If perchance the originals may still be pre- 
served in some public or private collection, and if this publication of the 
Macaulay letters should be the occasion of bringing them to light it will be 
no small satisfaction to have the cycle thus completed.

Dif, 

I beg you to accept my thanks for your letter enclosing the autograph of 
Washington, which reached me three weeks ago, and for the History of the 
State of New York, which I received the day before yesterday. 

I shall look forward with curiosity to the appearance of your Life of 
_ Jefferson. I cannot say that he is one of my Heroes: but it is very probable 
that you may convince me that I have formed an erroneous estimate of his 
character. 

I am a little surprised to learn from you that Americans generally con- 
sider him as a foil to Washington, as the Arimanes of the republic contend- 
ing against the Oromasdes. There can, I apprehend, be no doubt that your 
institutions have, during the whole of the nineteenth century, been constantly 
becoming more Jeffersonian and less Washingtonian. It is surely strange 
that, while this process has been going on, Washington should have been 
exalted into a God, and Jefferson degraded into a Demon. 

If there were any chance of my living to write the history of your Revolu- 
tion, I should eagerly and gratefully accept your kind offer of assistance. But 
I now look to the accession of the House of Hanover as my extreme goal.

Dear Sir, 

The four volumes of the Colonial History of New York reached me 
safely. I assure you that I shall value them highly. They contain much to 
interest an English as well as an American reader. Pray accept my thanks, 
and convey them to the Regents of the University. 

You are surprised to learn that I have not a high opinion of Mr. Jefferson, 
and I ama little surprised at your surprise. 1 am certain that I never wrote a 
line, and that I never, in Parliament, in conversation, or even on the hustings, 
—a place where it is the fashion to court the populace,— uttered a word 
indicating an opinion that the supreme authority in a state ought to be in- 
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trusted to the majority of citizens told by the head, in other words, to the 
poorest and most ignorant part of society. I have long been convinced that 
institutions purely democratic must, sooner or later, destroy liberty, or civili- 


sation, or both. In Europe, where the population is dense, the effect of such . 


‘nstitutions would be almost instantaneous. What happened lately in France 
is an example. In 1848 a pure democracy was established there. During a 
short time there was reason to expect a general spoliation, a national bank- 
ruptcy, a new partition of the soil, a maximum of prices, a ruinous load of 
taxation laid on the rich for the purpose of supporting the poor in idleness. 
Such a system would, in twenty years, have made France as poor and barba- 
rous as the France of the Carlovingians. Happily the danger was averted; 
and now there is a despotism, a silent tribune, an enslaved press. Liberty is 
gone, but civilisation has been saved. I have not the smallest doubt that, if 
we had a purely democratic government here, the effect would be the same. 
Either the poor would plunder the rich, and civilisation would perish, or 
order and property would be saved by a strong military government, and 
liberty would perish. You may think that your country enjoys an exemption 
from these evils. I will frankly own to you that I am of a very different 
opinion. Your fate I believe to be certain, though it is deferred by a physical 
cause. As long as you have a boundless extent of fertile and unoccupied land, 
your labouring population will be far more at ease than the labouring popu- 
lation of the old world; and, while that is the case, the Jeffersonian polity 
may continue to exist without causing any fatal calamity. But the time will 
come when New England will be as thickly peopled as old England. Wages 
will be as low, and will fluctuate as much with you as with us. You will have 
your Manchesters and Birminghams, and in those Manchesters and Birming- 
hams, hundreds of thousands of artisans will assuredly be sometimes out of 
work. Then your institutions will be fairly brought to the test. Distress every 
where makes the labourer mutinous and discontented, and inclines him to lis- 
ten with eagerness to agitators who tell him that it is a monstrous iniquity that 
one man should have a million while another cannot get a full meal. In bad 
years there is plenty of grumbling here, and sometimes a little rioting. But 
it matters little. For here the sufferers are not the rulers. The supreme 
power is in the hands of a class, numerous indeed, but select; of an educated 
class, of a class which is, and knows itself to be, deeply interested in the 
security of property and the maintenance of order. Accordingly, the mal- 
contents are firmly, yet gently, restrained. The bad time is got over without 
robbing the wealthy to relieve the indigent. The springs of national pros- 
perity soon begin to flow again: work is plentiful: wages rise; and all is tran- 
quillity and cheerfulness. I have seen England pass three or four times 
through such critical seasons as I have described. Through such seasons the 
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United States will have to pass, in the course of the next century, if not of 
this. How will you pass through them. I heartily wish you a good deliver- 
ance. But my reason and my wishes are at war; and I cannot help foreboding 
the worst. It is quite plain that your government will never be able to re- 
strain a distressed and discontented majority. For with you the majority is 
the government, and has the rich, who are always a minority, absolutely at its 
mercy. The day will come when, in the State of New York, a multitude of 
people, none of whom has had more than half a breakfast, or expects to have 
more than half a dinner, will choose a Legislature. Is it possible to doubt what 
sort of a Legislature will be chosen? On one side is a statesman preaching 
patience, respect for vested rights, strict observance of public faith. On the 
other is a demagogue ranting about the tyranny of capitalists and usurers, and 
asking why anybody should be permitted to drink Champagne and to ride in 
a carriage, while thousands of honest folks are in want of necessaries.. Which 
of the two candidates is likely to be preferred by a working man who hears 
his children cry for more bread? I seriously apprehend that you will, in some 
such season of adversity as I have described, do things which will prevent 
prosperity from returning; that you will act like people who should in a year 
of scarcity, devour all the seed corn, and thus make the next year a year, not 
of scarcity, but of absolute famine. There will be, I fear, spoliation. The spo- 
liation will incress the distress. The distress will produce fresh spoliation. 
There is nothing to stop you. Your Constitution is all sail and no anchor. As 
I said before, when a society has entered on this downward progress, either 
civilisation or liberty must perish. Either some Czsar or Napoleon will 
seize the reins of government with a strong hand; or your republic will be as 
fearfully plundered and laid waste by barbarians in the twentieth Century as 


the Roman Empire was in the fifth;— with this difference, that the Huns 


and Vandals who ravaged the Roman Empire came from without, and that 
your Huns and Vandals will have been engendered within your own country 
by your own institutions. 

Thinking thus, of course, I cannot reckon Jefferson among the benefactors 
of mankind. I readily admit that his intentions were good and his abilities 
considerable. Odious stories have been circulated about his private life; but 
I do not know on what evidence those stories rest; and I think it probable 
that they are false, or monstrously exaggerated. I have no doubt that I shall 
derive both pleasure and information from your account of him.

Sir, — I beg you to accept my thanks for your volumes, which have just 
reached me, and which, as far as I can judge from the first hasty inspection, 
will prove both interesting and instructive. 

Your book was preceded by a letter, for which dt have also to thank you. 
In that letter you expressed, without the smallest discourtesy, a very decided 
dissent from some opinions which I have long held firmly, but which I should 
never have obtruded on you except at your own earnest request, and which 
I have no wish to defend against your objections.. If you can derive any com- 
fort as to the future destinies of your country from your conviction that a 
benevolent Creator will never suffer more human beings to be born than can 
live in plenty, it is a comfort of which I should be sorry to deprive you. By 
the same process of reasoning one may arrive at many very agreeable con- 
clusions, such as that there is no cholera, no malaria, no yellow fever, no 
negro slavery, in the world. Unfortunately for me, perhaps, I learned from 
Lord Bacon a method of investigating truth diametrically opposite to that 
which you appear to follow. I am perfectly aware of the immense progress 
which your country has made and is making in population and wealth. I 
know that the labourer with you has large wages, abundant food, and the 
means of giving some education to his children. But I see no reason for 
attributing these things to the policy of Jefferson. I see no reason to believe 
that your progress would have been less rapid, that your labouring people 
would have been worse fed or clothed or taught, if your government had 
been conducted on the principles of Washington and Hamilton. Nay, you 
will, I am sure, acknowledge that the progress which you are now making is 
only a continuation of the progress which you have been making ever since 
the middle of the seventeenth century, and that the blessings which you now 
enjoy were enjoyed by your forefathers who were loyal subjects of the kings 
of England. The contrast between the labourer of New York and the labour- 
er of Europe is not stronger now than it was when New York was governed 
by noblemen and gentlemen commissioned under the English great seal. And 
there are at this moment dependencies of the English crown in which all the 
phonomena which you attribute to purely democratical institutions may be 
seen in the highest perfection. The colony of Victoria, in Australasia, was 
planted only twenty years ago. The population is now, I suppose, near a 
million. The revenue is enormous, near five millions sterling, and raised 
without any murmuring. The wages of labour are higher than they are even 
with you. Immense sums are expended on education. And this ina province 
governed by the delegate of a hereditary sovereign. It therefore seems to 
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me quite clear that the facts which you cite to prove the excellence of purely 
democratic institutions ought to be ascribed not to those institutions, but to 
causes which operated in America long before your Declaration of Independ- 
ence, and which are still operating in many parts of the British Empire. You 
will perceive, therefore, that I do not propose, as you thought, to sacrifice the 
interests of the present generation to those of remote generations. It would, 
indeed, be absurd in a nation to part with institutions to which it is indebted 
for immense present prosperity from an apprehension that, after the lapse 
of a century, those institutions may be found to produce mischief. But I do 
not admit that the prosperity which your country enjoys arises from those 
parts of your polity which may be called, in an especial manner, Jeffersonian. 
Those parts of your polity already produce bad effects, and will, unless I am 
greatly mistaken, produce fatal effects if they shall last till North America 
has two hundred inhabitants to the square mile.

In the absence of evidence, I supposed them, as I told 
you, to be either wholly false or grossly exaggerated; and I certainly shall 
not be more disposed to believe them because they rest on Callender’s 
authority.

INTRODUCTORY NOTE 


Long a somewhat indefinite project, the printing of this list at this time comes largely 
as a result of a request from Mr. A. W. Pollard for help in connection with the union list 
of Early English Printing he is now editing for the Bibliographical Society of London. 

It includes all works published in England, Scotland, and Ireland, whether in English 
or other languages, and all works in the English language published abroad, through 1640. 
The basis of the list was the shelf list of the Reserve Collection, supplemented by further 
checking in the effort to obtain a record of volumes not embraced in the Reserve Collection. 
Unfortunately the Library has no complete catalogue of its early printing and doubtless some 
titles have been omitted. 

Certain discrepancies in the form of entry and a certain lack of uniformity will doubt- 
less be observed, due to the fact that it was possible to examine personally only a portion of 
the works listed, reliance in other cases being had upon the printed catalogue entries, which 
have not maintained a complete uniformity throughout the years. 

In the case of certain works, notably the Bible, where the entries have been much abbre- 
viated, reference has been made to bibliographies where fuller descriptions may be obtained. 
This, it is hoped, will aid in the easier identification of the editions listed. The principal 
works referred to in this connection are T. H. Darlow and H. F. Moule’s “Historical Cata- 
logue of the Printed Editions of Holy Scripture in the Library of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society,” Lea Wilson’s Catalogue of Bibles in his collection, Francis Fry’s “Descrip- 
tion of the Editions of the New Testament, William Tyndale’s Version in English,’ and 
William Cowan’s “A Bibliography of the Book of Common Order.” 

Much help has been obtained from the British Museum Catalogue of Early English 
Printing and the Henry E. Huntington Library Catalogue of Early English Books.
